As  a  resident  of  Orleans  on  the  Cape  and  a  supporter  of  yours 
in  the  last  election  I  felt  that  I  should  make  you  aware  of  my 
feelings  on  two_majLtrrri  that  I  feel  quite  strongly  on. 

I  haveTived  on  Cape  Cod  since  I  was  eleven  years  old  and  during 
that  time  have  as  most  people  seem  to  do,  grown  to  feel  that  it  is  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  places  in  this  Nation  of  ours0   As  a  result  I  tend 
to  react  violently  when  I  hear  of  attempts  to  make  the  Cape  less  beautiful. 

I  urge  you  to  support  legislation  to  designate  Monomoy  Island 
off  of  Chatham  and  adjacent  to  Nauset  Beach  as  a  wilderness  area.   I 
know  that  certain  groups  wish  to  have  Monomoy  opened  to  motor  vehicles, 
but  I  feel  that  with  the  whole  National  Seashore  available  to  sand 
vehicles  that  the  least  we  can  do  is  to  prevent  them  from  tearing 
up  Monomoy. 

For  many  years  I  have  walked  and  driven  over  Nauset  Beach 
will  engaging  in  hunting,  fishing,  and  beachcombing.   I  heartily 
approve  of  the  motor  vehicle  in  this  area.   However,  even  a  casual 
visit  to  Nauset  in  the  summer  will  show  you  a  significant  amount 
of  littering,  unauthorized  driving  over  the  dunes (which  creates 
dangerous  erosion  in  some  cases  involving  the  washing  away  of  large 
areas  of  dune)  and  in  increasing  numbers.,  the  incidense  of  damage  to 
private  camps  and  property  on  the  beach.   I  do  not  feel  that  the 
best  interests  of  the  Nation  would  be  realized  by  allowing  this  to 
happen  to  Monomoy. 

I  also  urge  you  to  support  legislation  to  prevent  the  use  of 
Cape  Cod  and  her  adjacent  waters  for  the  exploration  of  oil  or  for 
any  other  enterprise  that  would  destroy  her  Natural  beauty  and  Resources. 

It  is  my  deepest  hope  that  you  will  see  fit  to  support  those 
who  wish  to  protect  Cape  Cod  and  her  Natural  Resources.   At  present 
I  urge  you  to  vote  for  the  creation  of  Monomoy  Island  as  a  wilderness 
area  and  to  oppose  the  establishment  of  industries  that  would  pollute, 
destroy  or  change  the  natural  assets  that  the  Cape  and  Island  have4  today.

The  Monomoy  National  Wildlife  Refuge  comprises  2,697  acres,  which, 
could  under  i-SationSl  Refuges  regulations  be  opened  up  to  Forty  Percent 
(  40  )  for  hunting :under  the  Wilderness  Area  act  this  strategic  island 
(  for  Waterfowl  )  would  be  lost  to  any  use  by  sportsmen.

Shepard,  presented  a  case  for  the  state  to  acquire  the  Island,  at  a  hear- 
ing held  in  Chatham,  Mass.,  January  11,  1967. 

Open  land  in  Massachusetts  is  becoming  one  of  the  most  serious 
prpblems  for  recreational  use  by  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth.  The 
price  of  land  is  soaring  out  of  the  reach  of  such  departments  which  have 
some  money  to  acquire  open  land  use. 

Final  decision  on  the  result  of  the  hearing,  and  subsequent  state- 
ments received  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  are  not  known  at  the 
present  time.

Thank  you  for  your  July  7th  letter  requesting  a  status  report  on  our 
proposal  to  include  Monomoy  National  Wildlife  Refuge  in  the  National 
Wilderness  Preservation  System. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  in  Chatham,  Massachusetts s  on  January  11,  1967, 
at  which  time  the  wilderness  study  area  was  presented  and  public  views 
obtained.  While  it  had  been  announced  that  the  wilderness  record  would 
be  left  open  for  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  hearing,  the  record  was  not 
closed  until  May  1,  in  order  to  provide  ample  opportunity  for  public 
expression.  More  than  600  communications  were  received  from  interested 
citizens.  Over  90  percent  of  these  statements  were  in  favor  of  wilder- 
ness for  Monomoy  Island.  Local  civic  organizations  in  the  Cape  Cod 
area,  conservation  organizations  and  local  individuals  are  united  in 
favor  of  the  program.  The  Town  of  Chatham  has  "been  particularly  con- 
cerned that  Monomoy  Island  be  preserved  as  is,  that  beach  buggies  never 
be  granted  access  to  the  Island,  and  strongly  advocated  wilderness 
status.  Opponents  to  wilderness  status  recognize  a  potential  for  high 
density  recreational  use  if  Monomoy  Island  became  accessible  by  land* 
Hoping  for  such  access,  the  owners  of  beach  buggies,  their  sympathizers . 
affiliates,  and  other  sportsmen  with  similar  aspirations  oppose  the 
wilderness  designation  because  the  terms  of  the  Act  would  preclude 
their  particularly  desired  transportation  methods  for  recreational  uses. 

Beginning  at  one  end  of  the  Cape,  Provincetown,  and  continuing  to  the 
southernmost  tip  of  Monomoy,  there  are  29 » 000  acres  of  land  and  waters 
within  a  federal  complex.  In  about  90  percent  of  this  public  domain, 
now  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore,  mass  recreational  uses  are  encouraged. 
Beach  buggy  trails  have  been  laid  out  among  the  dunes  and  along  the 
shorefrontj  bathing  beaches  have  been  developed;  roads  and  parking  areas 
constructed  and  appropriate  buildings  erected.  Its  southernmost  extrem- 
ity, Nauset  Beach,  very  similar  in  size  and  character  to  Monomoy,  and 
about  one  mile  distant,  is  devoted  entirely  to  mass  recreational  purposes. 
Here  on  a  typical  summer  weekend  may  be  found  throngs  of  beach  buggies, 
sportsmen,  bathers,  and  other  outdoor  enthusiasts.  The  other  10  percent 
of  this  public  domain  is  contained  within  an  island,  Monomoy  National 
Wildlife  Befuge.  Here,  there  has  been  preserved  a  small  portion  of  the 
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eastern  coast  of  Cape  Cod  for  ideal  detachment  from  those  areas  where 
man  and  his  own  works  dominate  the  landscape.  Here  is  a  place  for 
mental  and  spiritual  nourishment.  Thus,  in  this  small  area  lies  an 
opportunity  unparalleled  in  megalopolis  to  provide  for  the  whole 
people  and  the  whole  man. 

Monomoy  National  Wildlife  Refuge  has  been  managed  as  a  wild  area  since 
establishment.  There  are  no  improved  roads  on  the  island.  No  changes 
in  management  are  envisioned  if  the  island  is  placed  in  wilderness. 
Rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  relative  to 
management  and  administration  as  a  national  wildlife  refuge  will 
continue  to  apply.  Regulations  are  particularly  applicable  regarding 
public  uses  as  hunting,  other  wildlife  oriented  forms  of  outdoor 
enjoyment,  and  similar  refuge  management  programs.  Fishermen  will 
have  continued  non-motorized  use  of  Monomoy,  as  will  families  to 
picnic,  naturalists,  artists,  and  weary  everyday  citizens  anxious  to 
get  away  from  it  all. 

We  will  recommend  to  the  President  that  the  secluded,  primeval  character 
of  Monomoy  be  given  added  protection  under  the  provisions  of  the  Wilderness 
Act.  Administration  will  continue  as  a  national  wildlife  refuge  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  and  within  the  authority  delegated  by  him.  To  the  millions 
who  may  enjoy  it  only  by  film  and  to  the  more  fortunate  who  reach  it  in 
person,  the  unblemished  beauty  of  Monomoy  is  bound  to  make  a  significant 
contribution  and  enrich  the  culture  of  generations  to  come.

There  are  several  points  which  are 
mentioned  in  Mr.  Pond's  letter,  which  I  will  clarify  for 
you  here. 

Firstly,  my  bill  was  referred  to  by  Mr.  Pond  as  a  "piece  of 
class  legislation  for  the  benefit  of  the  wealthy  of  Chatham,. 
This  could  be  the  result  of  a  compromise  between  the  late 
President  Kennedy  and  the  people  of  Chatham  for  their  acceptance 
of  The  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore."   This  is  a  ridiculous 
charge.   The  basic  concept  under  which  I  initiated  legislation 
to  preserve  Monomoy  as  a  Wilderness  is  in  itself  contradiction 
to  your  statement.   The  beauty  and  tranquility  of  Monomoy 
would  be  forever  protected  if  it  were  claimed  as  a  Wilderness. 
Our  children  and  our  children's  children  would  enjoy  the  simple, 
natural  habitat  of  the  Island.   Rich  or  poor,  Monomoy 's 
magnificence  could  be  experienced  and  appreciated  by  all.   In 
a  society  in  which  the  present  populous  knows  a  minimum  of 
solitude  and  relaxation,  it  is  more  evident  that  our  future 
society  will  enjoy  even  less  privacy  and  tranquility.

"Under  the  usual  provisions  of  a  Wilderness 
area,"  the  memo  said,  "boats,  would  be  prohibited 
in  the  area  of  the  island.  The  management  proposal 
for  the  area  would  also  prohibit  all  camping." 

The  directors  of  the  club  said  they  felt  the  bill 
and  management  proposal  in  their  present  form 
would  be  "far  too  restrictive."  They  urged  the  club 
members  to  contact  the  Congressmen  involved  in 
'the  legislation  and  "suggest  that  it  be  amendedto 
permit  boats,  fishing  and  camping,  within  the  spirit 
of  the  wilderness  concept." 

Mr  McNeece  summed  up  the  complaints  made  in 
the  letter  with  one  word — "absurd." 

He  said  that  boats  will  still  be  permitted  and  that 
camping  is  not  permitted  now  anyhow.

Robert  Pond,  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Al- 
liance of  Salt  Water  Fishermen,  showed  even  less 
of  a  grasp  of  the  facts  than  the  Salties'  directors. 
But  he  made  up  for  the  vacuum  with  an  imaginative 
account  of  the  background  of  the  bill  and  its  pro- 
visions.

Your  Bill  #16996,  proposing  to  make  Monomoy  Island  a  wilderness 
area,  is  unfair  to  the  sportfishermen.  We  are  proposing  the  following  compromises 
in  order  to  make  surf- fishing  possible.  One,  that  unrestricted  boat  use  be 
allowed  in  the  waters  surrounding  the  island,  and  secondly,  that  limited  camping 
be  permitted,  contrary  to  the  management  proposal. 


As  your  bill  is  presently  written,  the  use  of  motor  boats  is 
prohibited  in  the  wilderness  area.  We  find  it  very  hard  to  walk  on  water.  Sand 
is  even  more  restrictive.  Many  times,  because  of  hazardous  water  conditions,  the  /t  v 
island  is  only  approachable  from  the  corner  near  Morris  Island.  From  there  it  is 
a  six  mile  walk  to  the  fishing  rips  where  it  takes  between  ten  and  forty  hours    J^if 
to  catch  a  single  fish  from  the  surf.  Therefore,  the  restriction  on  camping 
must  be  eliminated. 


This  restriction  seems,  to  us,  to  be  a  piece  of  class  legislation 
for  the  benefit  of  the  wealthy  of  Chatham.  This  could  be  the  result  of  a 
compromise  between  the  late  President  Kennedy  and  the  people  of  Chatham  for  their 
acceptance  of  The  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore. 

Other  than  this,  this  legislation  makes  no  sense  at  all.  At  the 
present  moment,  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  is  planning  to  connect  Monomoy 
Island  £0  the  tip  of  Nausset  Beach,  thus  making  this  area  one  of  the  prime 
fishing  spots  on  Cape  Cod.

The  management  proposal 
would  prohibit  camping  on  the  island.    I  strongly  suggest  that  it  be 
amended  to  permit  boats,  fishing,  and  camping. 

I  am  a  resident  of  the  Cape  and  feel  as  most  do  that  protecting  ani- 
mals and  birds  is  good  but  prohibiting  harmless  human  activities  is 
far  too  restrictive. 

I  have  a  long  standing  family  tie  with  Monomoy  -  I've  been  sailing 
there  from  Harwich  all  my  life  for  just  such  activities  as  would  be 
restricted.     My  father  who  once  lived  there  also  still  returns  several 
times  each  year.     My  grandfather  was  Captain  of  the  Monomoy  Life- 
saving  Station  for  many  years,  and  in  the  early  1800' s  my  great 
grandfather  was  Lighthouse  Keeper  there.

In  my  letter  of  July  1,  1968,  I  did  state  that  camping 
would  be  allowed.  I  have  been  assured  again,  as  I  was  then,  by 
Mr.  Dick  Griffith,  Regional  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Sports 
Fisheries  and  wildlife  in  Boston,  that  camping  is  and  will 
be  permitted.

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  letter  of  July  9,  1968, 
in  which  you  request  that  camping  and  motor  boats  be  permitted 
on  Monompy  island  once  it  becomes  a  Wilderness  Area. 

In  my  letter  of  July  1,  1968,  I  did  state  that  camping 
would  be  allowed.   I  have  been  assured  again,  as  I  was  then,  by 
Mr.  Dick  Griffith,  Regional  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Sports 
Fisheries  and  Wildlife  in  Boston,  that  camping  is  and  will 
be  permitted.  That  camping  which  is  permitted  revolves  around 
that  of  a  fisherman  on  a  twenty-four  hour  fishing  schedule. 
He  is  permitted  a  beach  warming-fire  and  a  sleeping  bag  or 
blanket  for  protective  purposes. 

Secondly,  motor  boats  are  not  prohibited  as  transportation 
to  and  from  the  island.  They  will  not  be  allowed,  however, 
on  any  inland  ponds.  However,  I  do  not  feel  that  this 
should  in  any  way  hinder  the  sportsman  in  pursuit  of 
game. 

I  thank  the  Alliance  for  its  interest  and  concern 
with  this  legislation.

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  June  25,  1963.   It  was  good  to  hear  from 
you  and  to  receive  the  copies  of  your  correspondence. 

When  you  called  last  week,  I  understood  your  name  to  be  "Bond."  Later 
in  the  week,  our  mutual  friend,  Les  Smith,  called  and  I  asked  him  to 
relay  some  information  to  you.  We  investigated  some  of  the  points  you 
brought  up.  Motorized  boats  will  be  allowed  to  land  passengers  on 
Monomoy  Island,  even  though  no  piers  or  other  facilities  are  planned. 
Fishing  now  is  being  permitted  on  a  24-hour  basis  and  this  will  continue 
even  if  the  Island  is  classified  as  wilderness.  And,  fires  will  be 
permitted  on  the  beach.  However,  no  camping  is  to  be  permitted  but  this 
is  a  regulation  relating  to  the  Refuge  and  will  be  invoked  whether  or  not 
the  Island  is  classified  as  wilderness.

Thank  you  for  your  interest  in  our  problem  with  your  Bill  H.R.  16996. 
However,  in  the  second  paragraph  of  your  letter  of  July  1 ,  you  will  note  that  you 
said  that  camping  will  be  permitted  in  the  Monomoy  Wilderness  Area.  The  management 
proposal  for  the  island  and  all  correspondence  we  received  states  that  no  camping 
will  be  permitted.  This  is  because  the  area  will  be  managed  as  a  wildlife  refuge 
as  well  as  a  wilderness  area.   Combining  the  concept  of  a  wildlife  refuge  and  a 
wilderness  area  along  with  the  tide,  surf  and  current  conditions  which  exist 
around  Monomoy  Island,  surf- fishing  will  be  virtually  impossible.  A  normal  surf- 
fishing  trip  under  wilderness  restrictions  requires  at  least  24-  hours.  Some  of  this 
time  would  naturally  be  spent  resting  between  tides.  This  has  been  construed  as  : •?. 
camping  in  theParker  River  National  Wildlife  Refuge. 

You  realize  that  the  boundaries  of  this  area  are  to  mean  low  tide,  and  a 
that  most  boat  landings  will  be  made  at  high  tide.  Therefore,  outboard  motors  will 
be  used  within  the  proposed  wilderness  area.  We  would  appreciate  the  deletion  of 
Section  3  as  proposed  in  paragraph  5  of  your  letter,  but  we  would  want  some 
assurance  that  outboard  motors  will  be  permitted  within  the  wilderness  area.  Could 
this  be  so  stated  in  your  revised  bill? 

We  hope  that  this  explanation  and  the  enclosed  articles  will  help  to 
clarify  our  situation  and  that  we  might  have  your  continued  support  in  our  protest 
of  Bill  H.R.  16996  as  stated.
